HONOLULU, Jan. \\.— Robert Wilcos 


and Samuel Kowlein led half a thou- 
sand Kanakas and half-white royalists 
in open revolt against the Hawaiian 
republic, Sunday, January 6, inshore 
six miles from this city. The rebels 
were foiled in the plan to surprise the 
citv. which was immediately placed 
under martial law. 


A fight took place at Diamond Head 


between the police and rebels, in which 
Charles L. Carter, a prominent young 
man, fell mortally wounded. When a 
strong force was sent from the city, 
the enemy retreated to the recesses of 
the volcano ridges, pursued by the 
troops. Several royalists were killed 
by shot and shell. Many prisoners 
were taken, including .lohn Lane, a 
half-white leader, -who shot Carter, 


On the 9th the troops attacked Wil- 


cox and sixty of the enemy in a valley 
and routed them, with a loss of twenty 
killed. None of the troops were in- 
jured.

crushed and the rebels who were en- 
gaged in the fighting- have dispersed. 
The majority of troops have come in 
from the front.

If Attu^ks, who fell by an a.cel- 
dontal encounter, merits a monument 
as the flrst %vho fell for liberty, so does 
this'boy. 


There were a few merchants' in Bos- 


ton who continued to sell taxed arti- 
cles; they came to be despised and 
hated. The boys, in their hasty patri- 
otism, made on a placard a list of the 
names of those who imported and soltj 
proscribed articles, and put it on a pole 
that bore a wooden head and hand 
They set this image up before an im- 
porter's door, with the wopden hand 
pointed toward it, and this made the 
importer angry,- and ho fired a musket 
into the crowd of boys. Christopher 
Gore, afterwards governor of Massa- 
chusetts, was slightly wounded. 


Little Christopher; Snyder,- a boy 


whose mother was a widow, and who 
had taken up the spirit of the times, 
fell mortally wounded. They took up 
his form and bore it away, and the 
whole city wept. ; Never in America 
was there a boy's funeral like his. 
They made for him a patriot's coffin 
and boro his form to the Liberty Tree, 
.which stood near the present corner of 
Washington and Essex streets. On the 
coffin was. this motto: "Innocence it- 
self is not safe." The boys of nearly 
all the schools, some six hundred in 
number, gathered around the. body as 
an escort. The bells. tolled, business 
was closed, and some fifteen hundred 
people followed the first martyr to tho 
grave. 


As the procession marched, hot only 


the bells of Boston, but those of the 
neighboring towns were heard tolling. 
It was almost spring-, and there was a 
mellowness in the air. That procession 
was a prophecy of events to coine, 
a protest against the injustice of the 
royal 
power.

should remember little Snyder's grave.

The London Lancet sa3's: "The 


electrical effect produced by 
rub- 


bing a cat's back is, of course, well 
known; it is also well known thaf""lhis 
is frictional electricity, or, perhaps 
more correctly, the electricity of con- 
tact—that it is a surface effect pro- 
duced by the rubbing, that it does not 
point to pre-existing electricity stored 
in the body of the animal and that the 
person who, having concluded a mes- 
sage, sinks into a chair declaring that 
his exhaustion is consequent on the loss 
of 'the living galvanism' which he has 
imparted to the patient is a charlatan.

for the foreclosure of the first mort- 
gage on the main l^ue of the Union 
Pacific railroad. 


The petition is supposed to have been 


prepared at; the instance of the treas- 
ury'and of the first-mortgage bond- 
holders in the office of \Yinslow S. 
Pierce, of New York. 


It is supposed to embody the fact 


that, as the 'accruing indebtedness-.of 
the company, due July 1, will be-near- 
ly $70,000,000, and the earnings-are con- 
stantly decreasing1, it is proposed, 'in 
the interest 
of the first-mortgage 


bonds, that that mortgage be fore- 
closed.

This mortgage represents about 832,- 


000,000, and the main line:of the road,, 
which it covers, is not expected to .sell 
for that.amount. .
